THE NEXT APPORTIONMENT. 


The completion. of the tenth enumeration 
of the inhabitants of the United States will 
be followed by anew apportionment of ‘the 
seats in the National House of Representa- 
tives, Those who did not expect the ro 
markable increase in the population of some 
of the Southern States which has since been - 
shown. by. the returns of the Census Bureau, 
have spoken ina very sanguine manner of 
the advantages which the new apportionment 
must bestow upon the Republican Party and 
the North. It is apparent that these gentlemen 
have been misled by their belief that the in- 
crease in the population of the Southern 
States must be small. Gen. Ganrrerp, in 
one of ‘his most effective speeches, delivered 
at Cleveland, led his hearers to hope that the 
hew apportionment would bring heavy: rein- 
forcements to the North and the Republican ‘ 
Party through the growth’ of the North | 
west. - Senator Eouusps ia reported as hay- 
ing said, in a speech at Burlington, Vt., Oct. - 
20: ‘After the completion of the census 
and the new apportionment ‘based upon it, 
the increase of population in the West and 
North-west will be such that. ifthe Re- 
publican. Party remains as it’ now is, 
the party’: of fair play and protection of 
home labor and ‘equal rights, we will, two 
years hence, have a majority in any event.” 
Let us see what the results of the new ap- 
portionment will ‘be, . The House of Repre- 
sentatives: now ‘contains 293 members. An 
examination of past apportionments and.a 
computation of percentages shows that the 
relative strength of New-England has fallen 
steadily from 28 per cent. in 1790 to less 
than 10. percent. in 1870; that the relative 
strength of the four Middle States has grad- 
ually decreased since 1820 from 82 per cent. 
to 28 per cent; in 1870; that ‘the South- 
erm States, aided by the  admis- 
sion of Territories to the westward, have 
more slowly, but none.the less surely, relin- 
-quished their power, falling from 46 per cent. 
in 1800 ‘to 84.8 per cent in 1960; and that 
the ‘maryelous growth’ of the West, north 
of Mason‘and Dixon’s line, excluding Mis- 
souri for the purpose of classifying it with 
the Southern States, has rapidly swollen its 
power in the House from 8 per cent. in 1810 
to 81: percent. in 1870. It is plain that 
New-Engiand ‘and ‘the Middie States must 
recede with each apportionment, and that 
the struggle for the highest percentage now 
lies between the South and the West, ‘each 
of ‘which *éctions is expanding, to the west- 

It is almost certain that by the next ap-

If we'call a State Republican or Demo- 
cratic, according as its Electoral votes will be 
cast for Gakrreip or Hanxcoox, it appears 
that there are 6 Congressmen gained in the 
strong Democratic States of South Carolina, 
Missouri, Texas, and Arkansas, with 1 in 
California; and.

braska, and Kansas, On the other hand, 
there are 12 Congressmen lost in the Repub- 
lican States of New-York, Maine, Vermont, 
New-Hampshire, Massachusetts, Pennsyl- 
vania, Ohio, Indiana; and Illinois, and 4 lost 
in the Democratic States of New-Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Alabama, and Tennessee. 
A glance ‘at. the table shows how the 
losses in the ‘North-east are. made up. by 
the gains in the South and West, and it also 
appears that the Southern States, whose per- 
centage of power in the House was steadily 
falling from 1810.to 1860, are now advancing 
again, their percentage in 1860 being 84.8; 
in 1870, 85,8; and in 1880,. 36.9, .The. rate 
of their progress has been, however, slower 
than the rate of the Western States, which 
must soon reach and pass their percentage. 
If the number of sections ‘be reduced to 2, 
called the» North and the South, including 
New-England, the Middle States, and. the 
Western States under the first head, it will 
be seen that the gains of the West.are not. 
sufficient to offset the losses of the East, 
and that the growth of ‘the last detade has 
shifted. three Congressional, seats from the 
North to the Sonth.. Now the North has 
188, ‘and under the new apportionment it 
will have 185; now the South has 106, and 
under the. new. apportionment it; will have 
oe “The heaviest. gains ave jbeen’ made 
in “ Péxas, @,) Kansas, @,) Minnesota, (2,) 
and Nebraska, (9}) the heaviest losses “in 
New-York, (8,) and” Penssylvania,  (2.) 
In conclusion it should. be said that 
although the totals upon which this ap- 
portionment has been made ‘are ‘not 
all official, there is . little. probability. 
that they will undergo. sufficient change to 
seriously disturb this distribution. So far 
have New-England and the. Middle States 
fallen to the rear ‘that only 80 of the new 
seats in these States are assigned by even 
division; the remaining 6 are secured by 
fractions. It is unfortunate that the totals 
reported for some of the Southern: States 
are regarded with suspicion, but there seem 
to be many intelligent persons who cannot 
be induced, even, by the investigations of the 
Census Bureau,.to accept them as accurate 
measures of growth.

For during.the past thirty years there 
has beeh no more sincere and wise friend of 
the working classes in England than this 
well-‘known author end practical philan- 
thropist. His present effort in Tennessee is 
only another enterprise in the direction he 
has so long been working—the making labor 
more attractive, just, and equitable—and in 
this instance with the advantage and stim- 
ulus of ‘a “new soil “and fresh ‘sur- 
roundings, We hold that there are grave

And. the revisionists themselves, despairing of suc- 
cess on the financial question, did not scruple to 
put the origitial issue in the background and drum 
up votes on the plausible but scarcely ingenuous 
argument outlined above.. Now the revision has 
“been defeated, and it is hard to see anything but 
good in that result. The moral for this country is 
the complete exemplification of the wisdom of a 
constitutional provision preventing legislative tin- 
kering with the national finances.
